Mr. Henoy was asked about the my-

“I hope to close up thoss Oregon cases
with Mr. Bristol in two or three weoks™
time and then shall return to San Fran.
ciseo and continue my part in the work
there against municipal grafters”

"Not in the least,” answered Mr.
Hemey. “The leader of that jury—not
the foreman, you will understand, but
ite actual leador—wax the San Fran.
olsco representative of the Mutual Life
Insurance Company of your city. I am
given to understand that no one aseo-
clated with the Mutual Life Insurance
Company of your city could be expected
to over.exert himself for the eonviction
of a grafter.

“However, there were special cireum-
stances which very mueh favored Mr.

Mr. Heney smiled,

“IT T bad made up my mind on that
point 1 should not eare to exposs my
purpose at this time., There are some
very undesimble citizens who are eager
o know our purpose in that respect
I bave Abmaham Ruef's sworn state-
ment, as his testimony might affect all
of those against whom we have pro-

“All the more willing because it seems
to me the cause is the same and the
result is the same in nearly every large
Ameriean oity, It is the combination
of public utilities corporations at one
end of the soclal scale and organized
viee at the other end against the inter-
eals of good government. Those in-
terests combined to support bosses who
will give them a government which will
sell privileges to one which will sell pro-
toetion to the other,

" “Of coumse, so far s the corporations
are concerned, n great deal can be said
as to their belng the victims of o graft
system which they do not originate;
which they would be glad to be rid of.
But the fact is there and they act upon
those facts. Now the remedy, in my
opinion, so far as the special privilege
people go, is to put all corporations nsk
ing privileges out of politics. That can
he done, and has been done, in the ease
for instanee of the Doston Gas Corpora-
tion,

“In my opinion, every public utilities
corporation should be a monopoly. I
would start that way. Then 1 would
plainly set forth in the character or
franchise of each public utilities enrpo-
rittion nll of ite rights and privileges,
ita Hmitaions and its duties. That wonld
take it out of politics. There would be
nothing in polities for it to gain, and
the politicians would not threaten it
because their threats would be laughed
at.

“If you do not give your gas com.
pany, for instance, & monopoly and lot
a rival dig up the streets and Iny pipes,
you invite them both to bid for privi-
loges and ab the same time you invite
the municipal government to threaten
with a loss of privileges. No corpora-
tion wants to be in politics for the sake
of playing politics. '

“The game is as repugnant to & man
who is president of a corporation as it
woulld ‘e to him if hewére not. T mean,
of course, the graft end of the game, The
charter, or franchive, of a corporation
could provide the methods by which the
pea of anything the corporation sells
might be from time to time adjusted
and adjusted in such a way that there
would be no chance for threats on one
side or bribes on the other,

“As to organized vice, if It were de-

prived of the sympathy and aid # now
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bocome a comparatively simple police
problem.”
